PRESIDENT’S SECRETARIAT 

New Delhi, the 10th July, 1964 

No. 54-Pres. /64. — The President is pleased to institute a 
medal, in two classes, namely Class I and Class II, to 
recognise meritorious service in the Defence Security Carpi, 
and m this behalf, to lynkc, ordain and establish the follow- 
ing Ordinances which shall be deemed to have effect from 
the First day of April in the year One Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Sixty Four. 

Firstly. — -The medal shall be styled and designated the 
"DEFENCE SECURITY CORPS MEDAL”. 

Secondly. — The medal shall be circular in shape and 
shall be 35 millimetres in diameter, das* I of the 
medal shall be made of standard Silver and class 
I J of Bronze. The medal shall have embossed on 
the obverse the State Emblem 22 millimetres in 
height. On the reverse it shall have embossed a five 
pointed star over two crossed swords and a shield, 
and the inscription in Hindi "TOT 
uipng the periphery. The medal shall have a scroll 
pattern swivel fitting of 35 millim etres width for the 
riband. A sealed pattern of the medal shall be 
deposited and kept. 

Thirdly. — The medal shall be suspended from the left 
breast by a silk riband 32 millim etre!; in width. The 
riband shall be of fight blue, with one vertical 
stripe of yellow 1 millimetre in width on either 
side for Class I and two similar stripes 2 millimetres 
apart on either side for Class II. 

Fourthly. — The medal shall be awarded annually by the 
Chief of the Army Staff. Non-commissioned Officers 
and other Ranks of the Defence Security Corps who 
have rendered a minimum of seven years’ service in 
the Corps and fifteen years’ combined service in the 
Defence Security Corps and the Armed Forces, 
distinguished throughout by highly good conduct, 
shall be eligible for Class 1 of the medal, and such 
of them as have uot received the Class 1 medal, and 
are under transfer to the Pension Establishment, or 
have been transferred thereto since the last awards 
were made, shall be considered for Class II of the 
medal. An award of Class 1 of the medal shall 
carry with it a gratuity of Rs. 50 to be paid in two 
years at the rate of Rs. 25 per year. Recipients of 
Class II of the medal shall not be entitled to any 
gratuity. For purposes of the award only such ser- 
vice as counts for pension and gratuity shall be taken 
into consideration. 

Fifthly. — The scale of award in each class of the medal 
shall be 2 per thousand Non-commissioned Officers/ 
Other Ranks. 

Lastly,— It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of these Ordinances. 

No. 55-Pres./64.— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
Assam Police : — 

Name of the officer and rank. 

Shri Aithuama Lushai, 

Sub-Inspector of Police ( Officiating ), 

Armed Branch, Assam. 

Statement of service for which the decoration has been 
a warded. 

On the 15th September 1963, a patrol party from Lathitilla 
Post was fired upon from across the border and had to take 
cover. The attacking forcos then concentrated fire on some 
dug-out positions which it soon became apparent they intend- 
ed to occupy. The patrol party wa3 in danger of being 
wiped out. At this critical juncture, Shri Aithuama Lushai 
volunteered to lead two sections to the dug-out positions as 
reinforcements for the patrol. He accomplished this in the 
face of heavy firing without any casualties; and then moved 
from bunker to bunker organizing calculated defensive fire, 
thus preventing the numerically superior attacking forces 
from over-running the positions. Under his guidance, the 
dug-outs were converted into first class bullet-proof shelters. 
Shri Lushai moved to and from the Post to bring up supplies 
and ammunition for the patrol party at great personal risk. 

Firing on the positions continued from the morning of the 
15th till the afternoon of the 20th September. During the 
entire period, Shri Aithuama Lushai stayed with his men and 
by his personal example, courage 'and devotion to duty kept 


the morale of the besieged men high so enabling them to beat 
off this prolonged and determined attack by numerically 
superior forcos. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 20th September 1963.

Section Officers’ Grade Limited Competitive 
Examination, 1964 
RULES 

New Delhi-11, the lith July 1964 

No. F. 5 / 1 0 / 64-C5 ( ri ) . — The rules for a limited depart- 
mental competitive examination for inclusion in the Select 
List lor the Section Officers’ Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Service to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in December, 1964, are published for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II 
to these Rules, 

Hie dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be neld shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officers of the Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Service or of Grade II of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers Service, who on the 1st July 1964, satisfies the 
following conditions, shall be eligible to appear at the exami- 
nation 

(1) Length of service : — He should have rendered a 
continuous service of not less than five years and 
not more than ten years in any one or, as the case 
may be, more than one, of the following posts, 
namely : — 

(i) Assistant (C.fJ.S.), 

(ii) Stenographer (C.S.S.S.), Grade II, 

(ili) Stenographer (C.S.S.S.), Grade 111, 

(iv) any other post, under the Central Government 
or a State Government, the minimum and the 
maximum of the scale of pay of which were 
not less than rupees 160 and rupees 450 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held prior to 1st 
July 1959 and rupees 210 and rupees 530 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held on or after 
1st July 1959. 

(2) Age: — He should not be more than 40 years of 
age, i.e. he must not have been born earlier than 
2nd July, 1924. 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect 
of the following categories of persons ; — 

(i) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

(ii) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the former French Settlements, which 
have now become part of India, and has been 
receiving education through the medium of French. 

(iii) Up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

(,lv) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
an Indian Citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon. 

(v) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the former Portuguese Territories of 
Goa, Daman and Diu in India. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

(3) Attempts at the examination : — He should not have 
already competed more than twice at the examinations held 
after the 1st January, 1963. 
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Note 1. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actu'ally appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

Note 2, — Assistints/Stenographers who are on deputation 
to ex-cadre posts with the approval of the competent autho- 
rity will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible. 

Note 3. — Assistants of the Central Secretariat Service 
and Stenographers of the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service who have opted for appointment to the I.F.S.(B) and 
have been appointed to any grade of that Service in pursuance 
of such option shall not be eligible for admission to the 
examination. 

Note 4. — In the case of a Scheduled Caste Assistant given 
ad hoc promotion with the benefit of “deemed" dates of 
promotion during Ihe period 14th April, 1952 to 30th April 
1954, his actual date of promotion as Assistant will be taken 
into consideration for computing the length of service in the 
Assistants’ Grade for the purpose of the above rule, 

4. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case 
in which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this limited competitive exami- 
nation. unless the Government of India, after being satisfied, 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose m'arriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment 
on the results of this limited competitive examination, unless 
the Government of India, after being satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so, exempt any female candidate 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
are incorrect or false or of suppressing material information 
or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper 
means for obtaining admission to the examination or of using 
or attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall 
Or of misbehaviour in the examination hall may, in addition 
to criminal prosecution to which he may render himself 
liable, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission, from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates and; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission to the examination. 

9. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix T. 
No claim for a refund of the fees will be entertained except 
to the extent stated in that Appendix, nor can the fees be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

10. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion to be qualified by the examination 
shall be recommended for inclusion in the select list for the 
Section Officers’ Grade upto the required number. 

Note 1. — Candidates should clearly understand that this 
is a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to be included in the Select List for the 
Section Officers’ Grade on the results of the examination is 
entirely within the competence of Government to decide. 
No candidate will, therefore, have any claim for inclusion in 
the Select l ist on the basis of his performance in this exami- 
nation, as a matter of right. 

Note 2.- — -The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

11. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may 
be considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and 
suitable In all respects for selection. 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of anv candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the 
Commission. 

12. A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing ip it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Service/Central Secretariat Steno- 


graphers Service or otherwise quits the Service or severs his 
connection with it, will not be eligible for appointment on the 
results of this examination.

Fees 

Candidates seeking admission to the examination must pay 
tho following fee : — 

Rs. 30 ■ 00 (Rs. 7 ■ 50 Paisc in the case of candidates belonging 
to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) with the completed 
application form.

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This is intended to be an intensive and detailed test in 
methods and procedure of work in the Government of India 
Secretariat and Attached Offices.
